More than 600 square miles of pine land 


have been burnéd over,a dozen towns have 


5 been absolutely swept off the earth, and 
railways and telegraph lines crippled and 
half destroyed. No man will ever know 
exactly“ the number of poor wretches 
who have perished under thie  visita- 
tion, no one will ever be able-to guess within 
millions what has been the property loss. 
How many bodies lie hidden in the depths of 
the burned forest, how many more are buried 
in the muck of the myriads of lakes which 
dot this whole country, how many are cov- 
ered under the débris that fills the ceilars and 
cisterns of the ruined towns—all that is pure 
conjecture, People fled to all these places for 
safety, hundreds of them are still missing. 

A Mill Pond's Terribie Secret. 

From one cistern in Sandstone today they 
took fifteen corpses. A deep, black pond 
hear the sawmill just north of Hinckiey was 
the refuge of scores of panic stricken inhab- 
itants. Its shores are steep and slimy, com- 
posed of sawmill refuse; any one venturing 
near it would almost certainly slip into deep 

Water and drown. Men of Hinckley believe 
that there are fifty bodies or more in the bot- 
tom of this pond. The edges of it are 
smoldering now witha fierce heat and no 
one can approach it. Along the south branch 
of the Grindstone River there were over 100 
settlers in little clearings scattered through 
the forest. No one has seen or heard of a 
tinglé one of these unfortunates yet. The 
worst of the hideous story is yet to be told. 

This horridly scourged country is still 
ablaze. Today at Hinckley the sky was again 
gray with smoke. The day was dark and 

y; the sun was a sickly yellow-red 
globe, that gave but a half light. Off to the 
‘northwest the smoke pall was thicker and 
darker. It looked as if fresh fires were ablaze 
off to the northwest in Aitken County. Here 
isan absolute wilderness, no towns, no rail- 
roads. Some think that it is all afire from 
Mille Lacs to Snake River, perhaps still 
farther east. But hereabout no one is con- 
cerned about fire. It can do nothing more of 
harm to Hinckley or the country about it.

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Names where they were known were scrawied 
in pencil on the tops of these bores. Two 
read: “Henry Polson,’ three children; and 
seven children, unknown”; “Mrs. John 
Rodgers, three children.“ On top of the 
box which bore this last legend was another 
smaller one. John Rodgers’ body was in that 
box. Not one in 200 of the dead could be 
identified. Indeed, the survivors are just be- 
ginning to seek their dead. 

Today Lee Webster, Mayor of Hinckley, 
went to the cemetery seeking the body of his 
wife. He dug up nine corpses before he 
found one that answered ina general way to 
the appearance of Mrs. Webster and this one 
he had set in a separate grave. There are 
countless new graves in the cemetery besides 
the three trenches. Scores of people dug the 
graves for their own dead. John Best, one of 
the once prosperous citizens of Hinckley, with 
his own hands buried his father, mother, two 
sisters, and three brothers, and then he went 
sturdily on digging yet other graves for the 
friendless. The Relief committee offered him 
pay for this work. Besthad lost absolutely 
his every cent, but he would take no money 
for his work. 

Such deeds as that pass unnoticed and un- 
mentioned in Hinckley. They have grown 
commonplace, 


Discovery of New Bodies. 


Bodies are still being found. Fifty-seven 
of them were brought to Coroner Collins at 
Hinckley today, not counting others sent di- 
rectly to the cemetery. There are searching 
parties out all through the burned woods, 
hunting patiently about, straining their 
eyes to find corpses that are hardly dis- 
tiaguishable from the charred logs among 
which they lie. These parties were rein- 
forced today by a squad of men from 
H Company, Third Infantry, N. S. M., from 
West Duluth, These lads, under Sergts. Viers 
and Filiatrault, worked nervily and found 
many bodies. Others were brought in on the 
Duluth and St. Paul work trains, which are 
draped with black and white streamers. These 
bodies were speedily put into the boxes that 
were stacked up in readiness along the track. 
Little time was wasted about it. The one ob- 
ject was to find a name for the dead and to 
get the body away. Today they began bury- 
ing the bodies where they found them in many 


* cases, so there is still less chance for an accu- 


urate computation of the number of dead. 

A shack of rough planks has been knocked 
together at Hinckley for the Relief commit- 
tee’s cooks, and the few people left in the 
town are fairly well fed and are comfortably 
housed in army tents. A railway station for 
the Duluth and St. Paul has been established 
in a box car, and workmen are building a pas- 
senger platform on the Eastern Minnesota. 
The wrecking crews are cleanmg away the 
long lines of burned cars to the south of the 
town, but no trains are running and none will 


be until the burned bridge across the Grind- 


stone River is rebuilt. 
Scouting Expeditions. Make Ghastly Finds. 


Today two cruising parties were organized 
in charge of Jim Hunt of North Branch. 


There were twenty-two men, eleven in each 


party. One went up the government wagon 
road, which was the main road from Hinckley 
to the Northeast. The other went up the 
Eastern road. Four of the twenty-two were 
on the western side of the Eastern. The bal- 
ance were to the west of the Eastern and ex 
tending their operations out beyond the wag- 
on road. There were plenty of shovels in the 
party, and the order was to bury any bodies 
where they might be found, preserving 
anything that might lead to identi- 
fication, and to mark the graves and make a 
note of their location. The party centering 
on the Government road found no one. The 


party along the tracks found two bodies of 


men with nothing’ about them to aid identi 
cation. Tomorrow two other parties will go 
out. One will go along the stream known 
as the South Fork of the Grindstone, which 
comes into Hinckley almost from the west. 
There is a dam four miles out, and near this 
there were a couple of settlers and others out 
farther. The country is\heavily wooded. with 
few clearings and little water. No report 
whatever has been heard from the settlers, 
and it is feared that all have perished. 

The Duluth right of way and the country 
within a considerable distance on both sides 
up as faras Skunk Lake have been scoured 
thoroughly. A few bodies were taken out last 
night and all the bodies were picked up, 
There were twenty-eight bodies. They could 
not be handled with care. Five children of 
the Greenfield family were so badly 
burned that all were put in a box 
designed to contain an adult. The mother 
and father were in Hinckley and were saved, 
but their family and home are wiped out of ex- 
istence, The Robertson family of five per- 
sons, three of whom were adults, and who 
were reported yesterday, were brought in. 
Mrs. John McNamara and her son, who were 
refugees from Hinckley and who made their 
way farther up the track than their neighbors, 
were identified. Near Mrs. McNamara was a 
sachel containing $500 in currency and $3,- 
000 in checks which was recovered yesterday. 
Not far away were the bodies of two unknown 
boys, presumably from Hinckley. 

In a cellar halt a mile west of Skunk Lake 
bridge were found bodies which were identi- 
fied as those of Mrs. Weslund and her two 
babies, a Finnish woman named Sophie 
Wacki, another baby, Mrs. Weslund's sister, 
William Nelson, Alfred Johnson, and Mrs. 
Lind and her five children. A few of these 
bodies were brought in on wagons, and the 
greater number were loaded into a freight 
car and brought into Hinckley and carried 
over to the cemetery. This number added to 
the thirty-one brought in from the Duluth 
tracks Sunday and the body of Otto Rowley, 
General Freight and Passenger Agent of the 
Duluth and Winnipeg railway, which was 
taken to his home at Merriam Park last 
night, swells the total loss of life along this 
section of the track to upwards of sixty.

Added Horrors Reported by a Messenger 
from the Town of Mora.

Fort Sheridan, is about to fail. There 
is good authority for saying that 
an official order ig already in course 
of preparation which will certainly affect the 
Seventeenth Infantry and the Third Cavalry 
and in all probability the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Regiments of Infantry, besides one 
other command now stationed in the South- 
west. Ostensibly the order is made necessary 
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report be deferred and published, and then 
Mayor Mann rose, somewhat awkwardly, and 
said : 


I intended to go away in August, but was 
delayed on account of the duties pressing on 
me fm connection with the army encamp- 
ment.

Gray be 
named as Mayor pro tem. 

This was agreed to unanimously, and Mayor 
Mann walked out of the hall. 

Outside a reporter for Tun ‘rrsune asked 
him: Is this a resignation?’ 

“No. I want a rest. I am gomg to my 
ranch in Dakota. And then the Mayor 
walked out into the street, while the Council 
took up routine matters. 

The proceedings up to the time when Ald. 
Dyche started reading the report of the com- 
mittee which had been investigating Ald. 
Hobbs’ charge against Mayor Mann were 
tame. Every one knew the report was 
coming and every one was waiting for it. 
That it was as explosive a report 
as it turned out to be, however, few thought 
and so, when it was finished, the Aldermen 
looked at each other in a dazed fashion and 
willingly voted to defer its consideration to 


the next meeting. 
Gist of the Report. 


The Finance committee’s report starts with 
aconcise statement of the D. P. O’Leary 
claim pending before the Council and of Ald. 
Hobbs’ assertion that he had been asked if 
$500 would change his vote on the question 
of the claim. The report then gives 
the testimony of Ald. Hobbs before the 
committee in thé course of which he told 
of his meeting with Mayor Mann and declared 
the Mayor asked him if $500 would influence 
his vote. Here the indignant response of 
Ald. Hobbs is given in the Alder. 
man’s own words and it is followed 
up with the statementl, according to 
Mr. Hobbs, of Mayor Mann’s teason for 
wanting O' Leary to carry his claim, the rea- 
son given being that O’Leary threatened to 
move the postoffice from Mayor Mann’s build- 
ing. Ald, Hobbs’ statement as given ir the 
report shows that he believed that the 
Mayor was acting seriously. The re- 
port then tells of Mr. Hobbs’ assertion 
before the co ttee that the Mayor had 
requested him Ald. Grey to stay away 
from a Council meeting and thus break a 
quorum. Ald. Hobbs testified that his rela- 
tions with Mayor Mann had been friendly 
through the acquaintance of a quarter of a 


century. 


The report then gives the testimony of 
Mayor Mann, who denied emphatically he 
had ever asked Hobbs to change his vote or 
had hinted even at bribery to him in the sum 
of $500 or any other amount. The report 
says the Mayor declared he called on Hobbs 
simply to stiffen him in his determination to 
vote against the claim which the Mayor said 
he himself had opposed always.

Six other negroes were seriously wounded. 
When the assemblage was thus put to flight 
their assailants disappeared and no trace has 
been left of them save that they were white. 
About a year ago Gaston, à colored 
preacher of some ability, who has been en- 
gaged in the work of getting up a scheme of 
transporting negroes to Africa, was taken on 
a requisition from New York to Georgia to be 
tried for swindling, the charge being that he 
had collected $1 apiece from over 8,000 per- 
sons and was using the money for private 
purposes. Owing to the difficulty of getting 
negroes to testify against him he was ac- 
quitted. Six months ago he made his appear- 
ance at Devereux. He had collected $3,000 
from his race. The effort to remove the labor 
out of the country so antagonized the whites 
that danger has been feared for several weeks.

BEST’S DESPERATE RACE WITH DEATH. 


Four Hundred Sinckley Citizens Pulled 
a <> Overt a Trail of Fire. 

West Supgxior, Wis., Sept. 4.—Engineer 
William Best of the original passenger-rescu- 
ing train on the Eastern’ Minnesota, in giving 
his experiences today, said: Soon af ter 
leaving Superior at 1:15 p. m. I had to light 
the headlight owing to the dense smoke which 
turned day into night. The heat as we ap- 
proached Hinckley increased. We found the 
fire right upon the town, which was doomed. 
The wind blew with great velocity and almost 
in an instant the town was ewept by billows 
of flames. Wecould not pass Hisckley. It 
was one of those cases where men have to 
make up their mind in an instant what is to 
be done and to do it without hesitation. Here 
were hundreds of panic-stricken people ‘whe 
were doomed if they were not instantly res- 
cued. On the other hand, the safety of the 
trait and its passengers lay in prompt retreat. 
Ed Barry was there with train 
charge of the engine, apd W Camp- 
bell, the plucky conductor—as plucky ana 
brave fellows as ever passed a mile-post. 
No. 23 had the right of way. We hastily 
coupled a portion of Campbell's freight train 
with engine ahead on to the rear of our train. 
The fame-pursued people rushed toward our 
train and piled into the cars. Wo had to shift 
the position of our train several times to pre- 
vent it from taking fire. We were all breath- 
ing fire as it was. re was horror every- 
where. We saw people fall down overcome 
by the heat and smoke and mothers with their 
babes made a lust despairing effort to sheiter 
their helpless charges. : 

A few of our passengers became panic- 
stricken and wanted me to pull out regard- 
less of the sufferers at Hinckley, but we got 
400 Hinckley people aboard, maybe more, 
and slipped on to take others who had run up 
the track. At last we realized t the crit- 
ical moment had come, We could not rescue 
more people, for they could not get to the 
train. As many people as came to us were 
taken. A large percentage of those 
who remain ‘perished. Away we 
went through. the blazing woods. 
It was a race with death. The telegraph posts 
and the ties were on fire and a stream of flame 
passed under the train. The people were 
packed so closely that it was impossible to 
move. We

Food. and Clothing at Pine City~Rail- 
reads Farnish Transportation to Young 
Men Who Are Able to Gat Away=Piti- 
able Tales of the Unfortunates Who 
Were Bereft of Everything—Relief Com- 


mittee and the Clergy at Work, 
PixgCrry, Minn., Sept. 4,—(Special. |— 
Not until one has sat. in relief headquarters 
for an hour or so can any idea be formed of 
the awful desti ution and want left by the fire. 
Silently those who escaped with nothing but 
their lives formed in line almost at dawn, and 


until dark they passed on one by. one and told 
their stories—full of pathetic incident and in- 
tensely dramatic by reason of their very sim- 
pleness. Many of them stood in shags and 
clothes borrowed from more fortunate neigh- 
bors, for when the flames had passed away 
scores and scores of men, women, and chil- 
dren crawled from ponds, creeks, and mud- 
holes almost naked. Just before noona party 
of eight refugees came in from Grindstone 
Lake, hungry, burned, and clad iu rags. They 
fied from the woods into a morass Saturday 
afternoon, and until late last night were afraid 
to venture forth. Last night they walked to 
Hinckley and were cared for as well qe pos. 
sible by those who are cainping on still 
warm ashes of that town. 

The work of relief is proceeding in a thor- 
oughly systematic and satisfactory manner. 
H. H. Hart, Commissioner of Charities for 
Mintiesota, who has spent years in such 
labors, has charge of the distribution of cloth- 
ing and the feeding of the hungry. Today he 
will go to Mianeapolis to confer with Gov. 
Nelson’s relief commission, and G. Shannan, 
a member of the commission, will accompany 
him. Bishop McGolrick and Father Simon 
of Duluth eame here to see exactly what is 
needed, They attended the informal meeting 
of the local relief committee and then went 
to Minneapolis. Nearly 1,500 meals were 
served in Knights of Pythias Hall today, and 
it is believed this number will be increased by 
500 tomorrow. The food is plain but sub- 
stantial, consisting of corned beef, beans, 
milk, bread, and crackers. bethel Church 
has been turned into clothing headquarters, 
and the garments sent from surrounding 
towns all found new owners, 


Many Families Need Aid. 


Not one man in twenty escaped with a cent,

RAILROADS SUFFER HEAVY LOSSES, 


Business Will Be Crippled for Many Years 
* m the Burned Section. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Sept. 4,—[Special. }—The 
railroads have made wonderful progress in 
repairing roadways damaged by the forest 
fires, and nearly all trains are now running 
on time. The principal damage wus inflicted 
on wooden bridges, tresties, and cul- 
verts, which were in many cases 
obliterated. The loss sustained by the 


burning of depots, watertanks, and other rail- | 


road structures, none of which have been re- 
constructed, ig considerable, as is also that 
caused by the twisting and warping of rails 
and iron structures. The real loss cannot be 
estimated, for it is involyed in the 
overwhelming destruction of private prop- 
erty and liyes of, citizens along the 
various lines, Th who 
nothing but their lives and enough clothes to 
weur, and few have any intention of remain- 
ing on the  oburia of their 
fellow-citizens if — can possibly 
make a living elsewhere this winter. 
In this way the railroads have lost one of 
their chief sources of revenue and will rot re- 
cover from the shock for years. Their im- 
mediate losses, probably $100,000, are 
scarcely worth specifying in view of the wide- 
spread destruction of everything along their 
respective lines.

WHERE LUMBERMEN ABE AT FAULT. 


Partly Responsible for Fires by Not Clear- 
ing Up Debris in Forests. 


Men whq have made the subject of lumber 
a study know that the standing green timber 
is not the medium of destruction that has 
brought déath to hundreds of people, swept 
away towns, and caused a loss of millions in 
property burned. Standing timber does not 
burn readily, After cuttmg out the trunks 
the lumberman leaves in his track thousands 
of branches and tree tops that dry where they 
fall and become like tinder. There are miles 
of this inflammable stuff in Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and Michigan, and when once started 
it burns like a prairie fire, only more fierce- 
ly, because of its . heavier material. 
The Northwestern Lumberman bas 
warned the timber interests frequently that 
unless they spent a little money in clearing 
out the refuse they would lose ultimately by 
fire many times morethan the cost of preven- 
tion, This débris is readily fired by a spark. 
Nothing but rain can check it when it once 
starts. The heat from the fire extends to the 
lighter and dryer branches of the standing 
timber, which burn easily, while the trunks 
are comparatively uninjured. Met, L. Saley 
of the Lumberman said yesterday that as long 
as the lumbermen neglected to clear up after

MACVEAGH’S EXPLANATION OF HARD 
TIMES 


Mr. MacVeagh dealt. very gingerly with the 
silver question in his Central Music Hall 
speech. He hedged and shuffled when he dis- 
cussei the Debs strike. But ‘when he talked 
of those hard times from which the country 
has suffered practically ever since Mr. Cleve- 
land was inaugurated he asserted unhesi- 
tatingly and unequivocaily that they were the 
outcome of protection and of that alone. 
The closing of the factories, the reduction of 
prices, the lowermg of wages, the inability to 
find work, the soup-houses, and the Coxey 
armies were, according to him, the results of 
steady adherence for thirty years to a pro- 
tective policy. 

He scouted the idea thata radical change 
in the economic policy of the country had 
had anything whatever to do with the distress 
of the last eighteen months. Nothing the 
Democrats had done and nothing it was ex- 
pected they would do had caused the phenom- 
ena of no work for many and poor wages for 
afew. He took the position that if President 
Harrison had been reélected in 1892, thus 
making it certain that Republican policies 
would remain in full force and effect for the 
four years following, both the money panic 
and the business panic would have come just 
exactly as they did after Harrison was defeat- 
ed. The hard times are, according to him, 
the culmination of protection and are not the 
results of a change in the direction of free 
trade. 

The distress of the last year and a half, says 
Mr. MacVeagh, is something for which the 
Democratic party is not and ought not to be 
held responsible, This is a singularly reckless 
statement. One might have expected it from 
a politician eager for office, but not from a 
** scholar in politles, whose chief object is 
to tell the people the exact truth, One ex- 
pects the office-hunting Democrat to white- 
wash his own party and blacken the opposi- 
tion, but better things were looked for on the 
part of the thoughtful scholar of the Lake 
Shore drive. He has shown the hardihood of 
the partisan in the desperate efforts made by 
him to clear his party in the eyes of the work- 
ingmen and to persuade them that its policies 
had nothing to do with their diminished em- 
ployment and their scanty wages. No doubt 
he deems it essential to his success that they 
should believe this, but he must have felt 
some twinges of shame when he told the in- 
telligent people in his audience that hard 
times would have come even without tariff 
reform.”’ 

What are the facts? By 1877 the water had 
been squeezed out of the money of the country 
and business was on a specie basis, Between 
1877 and 1893 there were sixteen years of 
unadulterated prosperity. Wages gradually 
increased and their purchasing power grew 
greater, Thecountry became wealthier and 
the people more comfortable. During those 
years there were tariff changes. They were 
made, however, by those who believed in pro- 
tection and were so made as to cause no per- 
turbations. Many duties were lowered and 
some raised a little, but there were no panics, 
fora free trade administration was hot in 
power. Mr. MacVeagh wants the working 
men to believe that that prosperity was arti- 
ficial, that the wages they got were inflated, 
that the good times they enjoyed were unreal 
and that they were not entitled to them, and 
that at last the bubble burst of itself and the 
sham good times disappeared, He gives no 
facts and furnishes no reasons to prove the 
truth of these singular assertions. They all 
rest on the say-so of a candidate who is hunt- 
ing votes rather than the truth. 

If Harrison had heen elected there would 
have been twenty years instead of sixteen of 
what Mr. MacVeagh calls artiflolal prosperity. 
The state of affairs between 1892 and 1896 
would have been whot it was between 1888 
and 1892. It a money panic had threatened 
the Ropublicaus would have met it far more 
effectively than the Democrats did. They 
would have sold more gold bonds to replenish 
the Treasury reserve and would not have 
found it necessary to stop the silver pure 
and the additions to the stock of silver mohey.

The Democrats do not like to 
deal with Europeans as with Chinese and 
order them to stay away, but they have de- 
vised this roundabout way, the beauties of 
which Mr. MacVeagh can explain, of check- 
ing the influx of foreign labor. 

This is the speech Mr. MacVeagh should 
have made. But possibly he feared ite effects 
on the voters. He may think that the less 
truth they hear from Democratic speakers 
this full the better his chances will be.

LARRY M’GANN’S ADVICE TO WORKING- 


‘ * 

In the course of his address to the working- 
men on Labor day Larry McGann submitted 
the following proposition to his hearers: 

Our workmen should study the propositions for 
their benefit and decide upon legisiation to be 
asked for. They do that in England—why should 
not American workmen do likewise? Let us, 
each Labor day, hold a congress and formulate 
propositions for the amelioration of the people. 
Send them to your Representatives with your 
earnest, intelligont indorsement, and the laws 
will be changed. We have denounced laws, but 
we have failed to formulate propositions for 
enactment into law, and until we do. that none af 
the Representatives will secure what you want. 


The suggestion made by Mr. MeGann is 
one which Taz Trieuns has frequently urged, 
and it shows that Mr. McGann reads this 
paper carefully. Tus Tripune is giad of 
thie, as itis thus in a position to give him 
and the workingmen some more healthy 
advice. It has many times suggested to the 
laboring men and their leaders that instead of 
talking vaguely and blindly about their wrongs 
they should sit down and write out in statute 
form just what they want. Then their pro- 
posals could be compared with the Constitu- 
tion and with economic conditions, and it 
could be determined whether they were feasi- 
ble or not. Thus far they have not done this, 
perhaps through inability to do so. It is sig- 
nificant that while Mr. McGann urges them 
to take this course he himself does not do 
what he recommends, Either he is un- 
acquainted with the wishes of the working 
men or he thinks and knows them to be im- 
practicable. 

Mr, McGann throws out one suggestion— 
namely: “It devolves upon you that some 
means are provided that assoon as persons are 
displaced by the labor-saving machinery some- 
thing is done to find places for those who 
have lost their positions. In order t> offset 
the alleged effects of labor-saving machinery 
in throwing men out of employment he 
recommends a half-day work system. Does 
he mean that a whole day’s wages shall be 
paid for a half-day’s work? If so, then the 
employer must lose half the production and 
pay the same wages—in reality, pay double 
wages—which will make competition with 
Eyrope about twice as difficult as it is now. 
That competition is already made sharper by 
means of the tariff bill for which Mr. Me. 
Gann voted and which will ert down the re- 
ward of labor in Chicago from one-third to 
one-fourth, 

While Mr. McGann was talking about for- 
mulating things he should have been consist- 
ent and formulated and laid clearly before his 
hearers the economic facts that there are cer- 
tain limitations in wage-paying beyond 
which an employer cannot go, that the amount 
an employer can pay is fixed by what the con. 
summer will give, and that the consumer can- 
not be forced to pay any more than he pleases. 
In the case of the manufacturer the primary 
consumer may be said to be the merchant 
who buys to sell again to the ultimate con- 
sumer. The primary consumer will always 
lock for the best bargain he can make. He 
will not buy except at a price which will yield 
him some kind of a profit. Ifone manufact- 
urer asks a cent on a dollar less than another 
the merchant will go to the 99 cent man, and 
the latter will get the business. This domes- 
tic competition, stimulated by the primary 
consumer, fixes certain limits of price-asking 
and wage-paying beyond which the manufact- 
urer cannot go. He not only has to meet this 
domestic competition, but foreign competition 
also, this latter depending on the amount of 
protection. Now that protection is less, owing 
to the biil for which Mr, McGann voted, the 
possible limitations of the amount which the 
manufacturer can pay are proportionately re- 
duced thereby. 

These are the inexorable environments and 
limitations with which the manufacturers are 
hedged in. Mr. McGann in formulating his 
statement for the benefit of his hearers 
should have included them in it, for 
he is aware of the facts, but he failed 
to do so; and yet while he failed to formulate 
any suggestion, except his half day machine 
plan, it must be admitted in some respects 
Larry is pretty smart, for after voting for a 
tariff bill which will cut down all their wages 
and making a speech in which he threw out no 
hope of relief and suggested no remedy for 
their wrongs, he succeeded in inducing them 
to pass a resolution characterizing him as 
their champion! The force of folly could no 
further go., 


THE UNREASONABLE MADDEN. 
If Mr. Madden wants the workingmen to 
get higher wages than they are getting now 
why does not he impress on the members of 
the State Federation of Labor of which he is the 
President, and also on the members of other 
labor organizations, the advisability of not 
giving to the cheapest goods the preference 
over the dearer ones? Madden will inveigh 
against the wickedness of sweat-ehops and 
then he and workingmen to whom he has 
been talking will rush off and buy sweat-shop 
goods because they are the cheapest. If of 
two shirts of equal quality offered to them, 
one costs 10 cents less than the other they 
take the cheaper one. So with shoes. 80 
with hats and coats and other articles. They 
buy the cheapest article because it is the 
cheapest. 
The shopkeepers know this peculiarity of 
Madden and his like, and hence they keep on 
their she:ves the kind of goods that is

to the matter. They must make good Mr. 
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merchauts will not buy their guods. They will 


take those of other manufacturers, either 
domestic or foreign. But wages cannot be 
moreased unless prices are also, If the work- 
ingmen as Consumers will permit prices to 
go ub wages will go up also, but as long as 
the consumers are beating down prices how 
can they look for higher wages? 

Madden should tell his people not to be so 
fond of bargains and of cheap goods, and 
should let them understand that their per- 
petual beating down of prices is a beating 
down of wages. When the workingmen in 


their rage for cheapness say they must have 


cheaper foreign goods they simply force the 
competing American manufacturer to cut his 
"Wages down to the European standard. They 
will not buy his goods unless he offers them 
at the same low rate, and when he does that 
they curse him for having adopted the only 
fousible way of cheapening his product. 


TOILERS AND FIFTY CENT DOLLARS, 

Many of the trades union leaders are labor- 
ing under the strange delusion that it would 
be to the advantage of the workingman to 
debase the currency. They believe that if 
their demand for free coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to1” were granted money would 
be more plentiful and prices very much high- 
er. Some of the number understand truly 
that the result would be a doubling of pricés, 
the doilar buying only half as mueh food, 
clothing, fuel, and rent as it will buy today. 
But they never have explained or tried to ex- 
plain to the rank and file of the workers how 
it would benefit the toller to have the pur- 
chasing power of the unit of money cut in 
two. If they should undertake to explain 
they soon would find themselves confronted 
by grave difficulties, 

Many of the toilers have a little money 
saved, laid up for the possible needs of a 
rainy day.“ They have an account in the 
savings bank entitling them to draw out a 
named number of dollars, representing de- 
pesits and accumulated interest. The total 
of these credits to all the workers in the 
United States and members of their families 
exceeds the aggregate of all kinds of money 
in circulation., A great many other toilers 
have small sums saved up at home. ‘The buy- 
ing power of all these savings, whether in 
large or small amounts, would be reduced 
one-half by the adoption of the “ free coin- 
age at the ratio of 16 to 1,” which the labor 
leaders are foolish enough to ask their follow- 
ers to demand. How Would that result accrue 
to the benefit of the toiling masses? 

If the rise in prices were sudden the toilers 
could not at once command a corresponding 
advance in wages. It is a question if they 
could do se within several months, if at all, 
as many productive operations would be 
crippled for the time being by the scarcity of 
money, as the effective power of the money 
capital in the country would shrink in value 

by the change. If the rise were gradual the 
wage toiler would be at a disadvantage during 
the whole time. Heis, from week to week 
or from month to month, a creditor to his 
employer and money earned in the early part 
of each wage term would be worth less iu 
buying power when paid over than when 
earned, So in either case the toiler would be 
at a disadvantage, and the fact is this is 
counted on by not a few of those among the 
employing class who favor the demand for 
free coinage. They calculate on having to 
pay for wages a smaller percentage of the 
selling prices of their products than they have 
40 pay to labor under present conditions. In 
what way would this benefit the wage earner? 
Rather we may ask how the labor leaders 
could go to work to prove it would not bea 
terrible disadvantage to the worker for 
wages? 

Ihe average employer isa borrower. The 
average toiler is a creditor, and therefore his 
interests are on the creditor side of good 
money. The toiler is, of all people, most vi- 
tally interested in having the currency in 


paid held up to the highest purchasing power 
and maintained at the greatest stability. The 
Democratic national platform adopted two 
years ago put the case correctly in stating that 
the farmers and laboring classes would be 
‘the first and most dofenseless victims of un- 
stable money and a fluctuating currency.”’. 

The newspapers which state these facts for 
the information of the toiling masses are 
called “enemies of labor by the dema- 
gogues. There are other papers which mis- 
state the facts or deny their existence. There 
are other papers which are cowardly and tem- 
porizing. Like demagogue politicians, they 
try to get the support of the masses by 
preaching what they know to be false, Pa- 
pérs belonging to each of these classes are 
published in this city. It is unfortunate that 
the demagogue and dishonest element should 
be catered to by any one who sets up as a 
would-be leader of popular opinion, but this 
only makes it more imperatively the duty of 
real friends of the tollers to speak out plainly 
and boldly in exposure of the sophistries by 
which it is sought to beguile the workers to 
their own undoing. Itis strange that none 
of the toilers seem to have asked any of the 
labor demagogues to tell them how a work- 
ing man or woman would be better off with 
two dollars,“ worth 50 cents each under 
free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, than he 
is with one dollar which has a buying. power 
of 100 cents under present arrangements. 
Why do not some of them put the question, 
and insist on a satisfactory answer before an- 
other vote is cast fora man known to favor 
the debasement of the currency? 


THE NEXT HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
According to a Democratic estimate, made 
up at Washington, the House of Representa- 
tives to. be elected this fall will stand Demo- 
crate, 188; Republicans, 154; Populists, 14. 
This is the best the Democrats can do, and in 
order to figure out 188 members they have 
to claim four in California, eleven in Illinois, 
nine in Pennsylvania, six in Wisconsin, six 
in Ohio, and eighteen in New York, while 
they allow neither Populists nor Republicans 
any in Alabama or Virginia. Senator Sher- 
man’s estimate is a much more moderate 
one, and evidently nearer the truth than the 
one made by the Democrats. He thinks the 
next House will be very close, and that possi- 
biy the Populists will hoid the balance of 
power. It would be unfortunate were that to 
happen, for the probabilities are that the 
Democrats would yield to some of their. de- 
mands, for the purpose of getting their votes. 
They would be the more inclined to do this 
use the Populists will most likely hold 

the balance of power in the Senate. 

it is impossible to tell what the Populist 
strength in the next House will be. Senator 
Sherman thinks that party will have six or 
eight members. The Democrats concede 
them fdurteen—four from Kansas, three from 
Nebraska, two from Colorado, and one each 
from Georgia, Illinois, Minnesota. Nevada, 
and Wyommg. The Populists themselves 
claim more than this. They expect several 
from Alabama, South Carolina, and one or 
two other Southern States. But in those 
States nothing is certain till the votes have 
been counted and the result proclaimed. 

What with gerrymanders in New York and 
Illinois and the suppression of the colored 
vote in the South the Republicans will not 
have a walk-over next November in spite of 
the fact that the working people know a great

THE DROUGHT AND ITS CONSEQUENCES. 

The beginning of the first week in Septom- 
ber brought a breaking-up of the long and 
terrible drought which had afflicted the United 
States all through the summer, making the 
heated term of this year one of the dryest 
and hottest in our history. It rained Sunday 
night at several points along the Missouri. 
and by Monday night the precipitating process 
had reached Chicago, the visitation bemg all 
the more plentiful for the long delay. There 
waa a little rain in the fire-swept regions of 
Minnesota agd Wisconsin, enough to check 
the ravages in some places, though probabiy 
not in all. 

The extent of the drought infliction in this 
city may be inferred from a perusal of cer- 
tain figures furnished from the local office of 
the National Weather Bureau. In May the 
rainfall here was only about one-ninth less 
than the average of the preceding twenty- 
three years, out for the last three months the 
total was only 3.16 inches, or little more than 
80 per cent of the 10.48 inches which is 
the normal rainfall for June, July, and Au- 
gust in this city. Notadrop fell in the sixty 
days preceding July 20. On that day half an 
inch fell, Then not another drop till Aug. 10, 
when one-fifth of an inch came, and about as 
much the next day, after which there were a 
few sprinkles, sufficient to raise the total for 
the month to 0.6 inch, or barely more than 
one-fifth of the average for August in other 
years. The total for June, July, and August 
was only 3.2G,inches, or one-fifth of an inch 
less than the quantity that fel] here between 
sunset and midnight of Monday last. ‘ 

The drought covered an unusually large 
area, which took in the whole of the Migsis- 
sippi Valley except the most southerly tier of 
States, and extended tothe Atlantic seaboard. 
The result is great damage to the crops. The 
winter wheat had a sufficiently good start 
previously to permit a good yield, and with a 
generally superb quality of grain. The crop 
of spring wheat in the Northwest did not 
fare so well, but there is no bad failure ex- 
cept in South Dakota anda few patches else- 
where. The corn has suffered most severely, 
and were it not for a heavy yield in the 
Southern States the total would be an ex- 
ceedingly small one. As it is, the aggregate 
crop ig not expected to exceed about 1,500 
million bushels, which is 75 per cent of an 
average crop for recent years, anc only 60 
per cent of the 2,500 million bushels which 
many expected up to two monthsago or even 
later. Oats are less plentiful than they would 
have been with more rain, but they had 
matured out of the way of harm long before 
the close of the drought period, It is de- 
lieved the potato crop will fare badly, but 
the worst infliction falls on - grass and its hay 
product. As a consequence of this the short- 
age of the corn crop will be heavily felt, and 
large quantities of the lower grades of wheat 
will be fed to live stock, materially lessening 
the total available for human food. It also 
seems probable that the scarcity of animal 
feed will result in the carrying of less live 
stock through the winter than otherwise would 
be held over into the spring and summer. 

The rainfall of this week will not materi- 
ally help the corn crop, but may be expected 
to set the grasa to growing over thousands of 
square miles, and thus lessen to some extent 
the privation of feed for stock. It will be 
found to have filled up countleas streams and 
wells that were dry, and will enable the farm- 
ers in the winter-wheat areas to begia the 
work of fall plowmg, which could not be 
done without rain. It is noteworthy. that 
Western Europe has had a superabundance 
of moisture while we have been suffering 
badly for want of our share, but this is not 
exceptional. It generally happens that the 
sum of the rainfall in the United States and 
Europe is not far from the average for the 
season, so that if one gets more than its 
stint the other has correspondingly less than 
its average. 


DOWN GO THE WAGES. 

The window-giass manufacturers and work- 
ers of Pittsburg have agreed on a wage scale. 
It is 224¢ per cent lower than the one which 
was in force prior to the accession of the 
Democrats to power. Some of the manu- 
facturers think the reduction is not large 
enough, but they will see whether they can 
compete with the foreigners at the new rate, 

This cut of a little over a fifth in the wages 
of these employés means a good deal to them. 
It necessitates a different standard of living. 
They will have to do without a good many 
things they have come to look upon as neces- 
sities. There will be little chance now for 
saving anything. Those who are trying to 
buy homes will be squeezed worst of all, for 
while their wages go down their fixed charges 
will remain the same, 

The Democratic candidate for the Senate 
in this State will read with pleasure of this 
Pittsburg agreement. He will be gratified to 
see that the men are accepting the situation 
and are dropping down without a fight to the 
Democratic wage seule and the meaner condi- 
tion in life itimphes. He thinks that these 
glass-Workers, like the men in other protected 
industries, have been receiving too high wages 
and enjoying too good a time. He thinks 
they have been living in a fools’ paradise for 
the last sixteen years and that it is time for 
them to wake up.

Were these glassmakérs voters in Illinois he 
would tell them that their loss of wages was 
due purely to the protective system bresking 
down from its own weight and that the elec.

BANKER JAMES M ADSIT DEAD, 


An Accident Hastens the Death of the vet- 
eran Financier=Mortuary Matters. 

Hastened on by the result of an accident 
several days previous, death removed James 
M. Adsit,= the veteran banker of Chicago, 
early yesterday morning. An old man, Mr. 
Adsit had for a number of years been in fail- 
ing health, although nothing serious was ap- 
prehended until within a week of his death. 
A week ago Monday evening Mr. Adsit was 
seated in the reception hall just inside the 
door of his residence at No. 400 Dearborn 
avenue. Weakened by long illness, as he 
started to cross the hali he totterea and fell, 
striking bis head on the grate tiling. This 
rendered him unconscious, and is believed to 
have caused the bursting of a blood vessel at 
the base of the brain, Mis immediate family 
was in attendance when he died at 3:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. The funeral will 
be held from the residence tomorrow at 2 


o'clock, Prof. Swing officiating. 

[James M. Adsit was the oldest banker in Chi- 
cago, hav engaged in the private bank 
business as far back as 1850. o was regard 
solid asa rock. and passed safely through the 
ne of 1857-'66-'73, and was burned out in 

871 without being interrupted in his business 
pursuits. Born at Spencertown, Columbia Coun- 
ty, N. V., Feb. 5, 1809, he was left facherless at 

eageof 6 years and went to live with his 
grandfather. His after life was the result of a 
combination of energy. determination, and busi. 
ness 21. he being essentially a self-made man. 
Coming to ‘hicago pril 2. 1838, the young man 
eng in the loan and investment business, 
and in 1850 established a private bank at No. 37 
Clark street, where he remained until July, 
1856, when he removed next door to No. 
39 Clark street. In the latter building 
he continued until the great fire de 
stroyed the structure and contents. Reopening 
at No. 422 Wabash avenue, he continued suc- 
cessfully in the private banking business until 
1881. Poor heaith weighed too heavily on him 
for the maintenance of a private establishment. 
so he resigned and as one of the organizers of 
the Chic National Bank became its Vice-Pres- 
ident. In 1885 Mr. Adsit retired from active bus- 

ess. He was married in 1840 to Miss Arville 
Chapin of this city. The members of the family 
who survive him are his .widow; Mrs. Ezra I. 
Wheeler, Misses Caroline and Jennie M. Adsit, 
re ge and J. M. Adsit Jr. and Charles C, 
Adsit, sons. The two sons are in the 
stock-brok business in the Stoc xchange 
Building. 


r. Adsit was not a member of any 
church, although a regular attendant every Sun- 
day. He attended the Methodist churches of the 
city for a number of years, and also was 
i of Prof. Swing's doctrines

1857. He aided it financially and was a stron 
supporter of the institution for a number o 
years. Dur the time demanding quick ard 
decisive action, which affected the financial wel- 
fare of the Nation, Mr. Adsit was one of the 
bankers to sign the agreement May 12, 1864, to 
receive or pay out nothing but United States 
legal tender. In 1871 he was Chairman of the 
Clearing House committee of the Clearing House 
Association, and he was always a leader in finan- 
cial circles up to the time of his retirement. A 
man of great public enterprise, he never sought 
notoriety, but many instances of the furthering 
of Chicago’s interests are due to his inobtrusive

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STRIKE ON THE 


RANKS OF GARMENT OUTTERS IN- 


OREASED FROM SWEAT SHOPS. 


Contractors Recognize Employes Have a 
Grievance, but Say They Can Do Noth- 
ing Unless Wholesalers Come to Time 
Kiet Among tiebrew Tallors=United 
States Hotel at Long Branch Closed by 
the SheriffeGuests Flee from a Burn- 
ing Hotel in Asbury Park. 

Nzw Yor, Sept. 4.—(Special.|—The ranks 
of the striking garment workers were in- 
creased this morning by the addition of 500 
men, representing the working forces of some 
fifty different sweat shops, This swells 
the total number actually on strike now, ac- 
cording to leaders’ estimates, to 7,000 
men, The Clothing Cutters’ Union sent 
word to the Executive Board of 
the strikers in session at No. 71 Suffolk 
street this morning that they sympathized 
with them, and would strike also if the con- 
tractors attempt to employ non-union men. 
The strikers now seem to be better organized 
even than yesterday. Twelve hundred new 
members have been enrolled in their union 
since Saturday, and the different com- 
mittees have pushed their work so effect- 
ually that less than fifty non-union men 
have been obtained by the contract- 
ors to fill the vacant places. Unless 
a settlement is reached by Thursday 3,000 
additional men will be called out, bringing 
the total number on strike up to 10,000 men 
and women. The strike affects 4,000 women 
and young girls also, who earn a scanty liv- 
ing in mauy of the Rivington and Suffolk 
streets sweat shops. These heartily favor 
the movement, although some are not con- 
nected with the union. The strikers said 
today they had received word from several 
of the contractors individually saying they 
would like to accede to the demands of the 
men but could not on account of low prices 
paid by manufacturers. The manufacturers, 
on the other hand, declare this is not so and 
say that they would willingly favor a better 
echedule if it vould be generally adopted, 

The eust side—that pores given over to 
the Hebrews—was in a hubbub toaight about 
strikes. The contractors who receive work 
from the wholesale dealers held a meeting at 
No. 200 East Broadway. They are organized 
under the name of -the Clothing Contractors’ 
Mutual Protective Association. The meeting 
was attended »y about 250 contractors, al- 
though the capacity of the room would ordi- 
narily be taxed to its utmost by half that 
number, It was agreed the employés have a 
just grievance, but nothing could be done 
unless the wholesalers come to time. A com- 
mittee of five was appointed to confer with 
the employés tomorrow morning, when a 
temporary truce may be patched’ up, The 
contractors say they will endeaxor to arrive 
at an understanding with the manufacturers 
within the next few days. Meantime they are 
collecting funds to pay current expenses. 

The United Garment Workers met this 
evening. It was learned that something like 
400 shops had closed at the end of the day, 
and the men declare that if their demands 
are not accorded to all hands in every branch 
of the trade in this city, Brooklyn, and Jersey 
City will go out on a sympathetic strike. 

The long-talked-of fight by the union carpen- 
ters of this city against the lumping system, 
which lessens the scheduled wages of $3.50 a 
day. was begun in earnest today. The lumping 
system is practiced by the middlemen or sub- 
contractors and the Carpenters’ Union in- 
tends, if ble, to eradicate the system en- 
yoda * falking delegates were at work all 
day looking up buildings where the system 
was in vogue and trying to induce those in 
symputhy to go out. , 


RIOT AMONG THE STRIKING TAILORS. 


Members of a Firm Contiaue at Work and 
Are Visited by a Committee, 

New Tonk, Sept. 4,—[Special.|—There 
was a riot among the striking Hebrew tailors 
of Williamsburg today. A shop in Varet 
street is run by three Fankuchan Bros. Last 
week when a committee from the tailors’ 
union called on them and demanded a ten 
hour a duy scale they refused to consider it 
and discharged the two men in their employ. 
They continued to run the place themselves. 
This morning, the time set for the men to go 
out, several committees went about 
visiting the shops and seeing that 
the order to strike had been 
obeyed. In the shop of the Fankuchan 
Bros. they found the members of the firm at 
work. re was a row at once. Word went 
out that contractors ‘and employés had been 
fighting, and all the striking tailors for blocks 
around swarmed the piace. The Fankuchan 
Bros., frightened at the crowd, agreed to open 
the door, and the committee, tollowed by a 
dozen strikers, entered the place. There was 
a short discussion, after which Isaac was 
seized by one of the strikers and throttled un- 
til black in the face. Attempts were made to 
wreck the machinery, but very little damage 
was done. The women at the windows of the 
tenements screamed and not a few fainted.

HOTEL AT ASBURY PARK IS BURNED. 


Guests Escape in Night Clothes, Looking 
Like Sheet and Pillow Oase Party. 

New York, Sept, 4.—[Special.]—The 
Hotel Guernsey at Asbury Park, a four-story 
wooden structure which stood on the corner 
of Seventh and Grand avenues, was de- 
stroyed by fire early this morning. Sixty 
persons in the buildmg, including forty-six 
guests, most of them from New York and 
Philadelphia, lost neariy all their clothing 
and jewels. The fire was discovered by Miss 
Kate Cullen, who smelied smoke and hastened 
to the office, where she woke up the night 
clerk. The inmates had barely escaped before 
the building was a mass of flames. They had 
rushed out of the house in their night clothes 
and took refuge at the Hotel Berkshire oppo- 
site. The scene on the porch as the terrified 
phantom figures stood there looked like a 
sheet and pillow case party. Mrs. R. Springer 
of Harrisburg went back after her watch, 
false teeth, and a roll of bills. She got only 
the watch. Mrs. Bird and Miss Bird of Phil- 
adelphia lost all their clothes and the latter 
her $1,500 wedding trousseau. Mrs, Thomas 
Smith of New York lost everything except 
her diamonds. Mrs. Marriset, also of New 
York, lost some silver plate. The loss was 
$16,000; $10,500 insurance. 


SUMMER HOTEL TAKEN BY THE SHERIFF 


Servants at Long Branch in a Sad Plighte 
Manager Jackson Has Disappeared. 

New York, Sept. 4.— [Special. The United 
States Hotel at Long Branch, N. J., is in 
charge of the Sherltf, and about thirty ser v. 
ants are quartered in apartments in the rear 
of the hotel without means to take them to 
their homes in New York and other cities.

REINSPEOIION OF OHIOAGO RISKS 
SOON TO BE MADE. 


Underwriters’ Association Will Shortly Be- 
gin an Examination of All Buildings 
Insured, trom Chicago Avenue to 
Twelfth Street and from Halsted te the 
Lake«This Territory Is to Be Divided 
into Ten Districts and Carefully Gone 
OverA. Recent Fire Brings Some Un- 
known Companies To Light. 

The Chicago Underwriters’ Association will 
shortly begin a reinspection of all the risks 
between Chicago avenue on the north, Halsted 
| street on the west, Twelfth street on the south, 
and Lake Michigan on the east. It is the in- 
tention of the association to have this inspec- , 
tion thoroughly done and to divide the terri- 
tory up into ten districts, appointing a chief 
inspector for each, and making him responsi- 
ble for tne character of the work done in his 
territory. ‘A statement of the attitude of the 
association will be sent out to owners and 
tenants before the work of inspection begins. 
It is hoped by the association that all assist- 
ance practicable will be rendered to the in- 
specters, as the results of the work will be of 
mutual advantage. 

The inspection proposed is made at the ex- 

pense of insurance companies because there 
is na sufficient lawful authority for having the 
work conducted otherwise. The city has a 
system of inspection, and while the Underwrit- 
ers’ Association and the authorities are gradu- 
ally getting together the insurance com panies 
do not as yet feel that the city has attained a 
degree of efficiency which would warrant 
them in ‘relying upon the reports of the 
municipal inspectors. 
_ After the ten districts have been mapped 
out an increased force will be put to work 
until the first inspection is had. Thereafter 
one man will be held responsible, and it is the 
intention to change them about so that famil- 
iarity with defects may not be the occasion 
for overlooking them. After the central dis- 
trict has been thoroughly inspected other 
portions of the city will be treated in like 
manner.

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NATIONAL ELEVATOR OBJEOTS TO 

BEIG MADE “IRREGULAR” 

Bilt Is Filed in the Cireait Court Asking 
an Order Restraining the Board of 
Trade from Its Actton Under the Recent 
‘Rute shutting’ Elevator Men Out of 
the Right to Buy. or Ship Grein Mi- 
taken Identity Causes a Prisoner to Get 
Out of Jail. 

The National Elevator and Dock company 
filed a bit in the Circuit Court yesterday to 
restrain the Board of Trade from declaring 
its warehouse irregular. This is the re- 


sult of the passage Aug. 13 of Rule 21 by the 
board shutting elevator men out of the right 
to buy, sell, or ship grain. The bill declares 
that in lieu of actual grain deliveries ware- 
house receipts began to be used with the or- 
_ ganization of the board, proving a conveni- 
ence as well as a saving to producers and sell- 
ers alike. 
It is shown that in 1870 the State Consti- 
tution recognized elevators and storehouses 


as public buildmgs, and in 1871 warehouses 


were, by a special act of the Legislature, 
classified and special provision made for li- 
Sensing them. It is claimed there is no law 
dictating to owners what they shall charge for 
storage, except a tnaximumi rate fixed in 1881, 
or of the right to buy. sell. and ship grain. It 
claims the same right to conduct a general. 
grain business as any cor tion and denies 
the power of the Board of Trade to regulate 
warehouses or prescrive limitations with ref- 
erence to —— : . * or shipping of 
grain or rates charged for storage.

The building in eral to 
equal to the best modern fireproof building and 
to have ample accommodations for all the office 
rent, courts, and county departments, with am- 
ple vault accommodations for each. 

All proposals to be made should contemplate 
that the present building situated on said ground 
will be vaeated by the county on or about Jan. 
1, 1895, and that such building will become the 
property of the contractor, who shall remove it, 
2 such portions of the material in the 
new building as can safely be used without detri- 
ment thereto. 

To Be Completed in Two Years, 

The.oew court-house is to be completed within 
two years from the date of the vacation of the 
present building. All proposals must include 
moving and housing the courts and present occn- 
pants, county officers, etc., of the present build- 
ing, and providing quarters, furniture, flxtu 
and fittings therefore, and moving them free o 
charge; provided, the present furniture, 
tixtures, and fittings may be used as far as 
practicable in such temporary uarters ; 
such temporary quarters to be provi rent 
free to the ‘county until the new building is com- 

leted. All proposals must include complete 
— . and fittings in the new building for all 
the courts and various county officers. All pro- 

als must be accompanied by a certified check 
or $250,000, to be retained by the County Con- 
troller until the bonds of the contractor herein 
referred to are duly approved as a guarantee that 
the bidder will * a contract when prepared in 
keeping with the bid submitted and as a ar- 
faith and responsibility of the 

bidder. 

The bidder must state in the proposal that he 
is prepared to furnish a bond or bonds for the 
kafthful performance of his contract in the sum 
of $2,500,000, and a statement of those who will 
sign such bonds as surety. 

he Board of County Commissioners reserves 
the right to reject any and all bids and in se- 
lecting proposais for acceptance will consider 
the amount of the bids, the plans and specifia- 
the standing and 
responsibility of the bidders, and the advan- 
tages offered to the county by the respective 
bids. All bids received after Wednesday, Sept. 
26, 1894, will be returned to the bidder. All 
proposals must bo inclosed in a sealed package 
or envelope marked Proposal for Court- House 
for Cook County and be addressed to C. Mamer, 
Superintendent of Public Service for Cook 
County, Court-House, Chicago, IIlinois. 

Defends His Measure. 

The resolution was the signal for consider- 
able discussion and nearly all of the members 
of the board took part. Commissioner 
Kunstman, who fathered the resolution, was 
the first to express himself. He stated that 
the question had been agitated in the board 
for months and that various schemes had 
been proposed. He stated that all of these 
schemes had been sent to the County Attor- 
ney for legal opinions, that he had just sub- 
mitted a lengthy opinion, and that the reso- 
lution and the plan em ied in it were in 
accordance with this finding. The Commis- 
sioner held that in case the board receives 
the propositions called for in an advertise- 
ment and decides afterwards not to build, 
either on account of a vote of the people 
against the issuance of bonds or for other 
reason, then all bids could be rejected and the 
county would not be loser. He spoke of the 
attitude of the press, saying many of the 
papers of the city already had declared in 
favor of a new building if built according to 
law. The attitude of the laboring people as 
expressed on their bannersin the Labor day 
parade was also mentioned. The Commis- 
sioner moved the adoption of his resolution. 
The motion was seconded and a long dis- 
cussion followed. 

Commissiover Allen objected to the clause 
requiring contractors bidding to place with 
the County Controller a certified chec« for 
$250,000, claiming the amount was too high 
and would bar out many bidders. Finally on 
an amendment of Commissioner Lundberg 
the amount was reduced to $100,000. 


Would Appeal to the People First. 
Commissioner Edmanson thought the board 
was taking the wrong way out of the situa- 
tion and he was in favor of first submitting 
the bond question to the people and then ad- 
vertising for bids in case the people favored 
roposition. He claimed the resolution 
of Commissioner Kunstman was longer than 
the moral law,“ and concluded by saying: 
„It is all wrong to come here and attempt to 
choke a thing of that kind down the throats 
of the County Cotnmissioners, If you are 
afraid to submit the question of bonds out- 
right to the people, why don’t you come out 
plainly and say so. I have confidence in the 
people, and I believe they have in me, and I 
am in favor of coming out openly and asking 
for the bonds and then win or lose on the

At its regular meeting today the board will 
be informed of the phenomenal increase, and,

it is expected, will take steps to meet the de- 


mands. While there were no definite figures 
at hand last night, those that .were received 
convinced Superintendent of Schools Lane 
and his assistants that, in round numbers, 
175,000 children would have to be accom- 
modated in the 200 echools of Chicago. 
The increase in attendance at the high 
schools is something remarkable,” said Supt. 
A. F. Nightingale. At Hyde Park for the first 
day the increuse over last year was more than 
200, The additions to the high schools vf 
the North and South Divisions were also re- 
markable. The first day of last year the ap- 
plicatiops at the English High School, on 
Manroe street near Halsted, were only 100, 
while today 250 children applied for admis- 
sion. At the deaf-mute school, near by, the 
applications were largely increased, as was 
the case at all the deaf-mute branches, At all 
the high schools there were increases, and 15 
per cent is not a high figure to place on the 
1 average of increase througnout the 
v. 


New College Preparatory Courses. 


The single new feature inaugurated this 
year is the establishment in certain schools 
of departments for college preparatory 
courses. These departments already have 
been established in the Blaine branch of the 
Lake View High School, the Grant branch of 
the West Division eg > nae and in the 
Hyde Park High l, and.it may 
be necessary to establish similar branches ib 
Auburn and Englewood. Mo 
and similar branches have been 
the seventh and eighth grades rally, which 
wili make the course in the Chicago schools 
equal to that required for the preparatory 
course for the leading universities. 

„One great effect of * said Trustee 
Thornton, “ will be that children, especially 
boys, will remain in school for longer 
terms. 

The opportunities for special work and 
studies were taken advantage of proportion- 
ately opening day. The applicants for the 
training class at Hoyne School were 250 
against 150 last year. Prof. Zimmerman, 
who is in sharge of the 140 teachers of Ger- 
man, reported that the enroliment of pupils 
1 branch promised to be unusually 

vy. 

The most marked increase has been in the 
schools away from the river wards and in the 
sections that are becoming exclusive resi- 
dence districts..
